could lead to serious trouble if 
continued," he said. 


Coordinate Operations 


The dairy farming operation 


could be coordinated with the

and operations of the 


Oneida 
institution 
program" 


which is reasonably remote 
from the spread of the Green 
Bay metropolitan area and 
would also place it in an area 
where the farm is reasonably 
well accepted by the neigh- 
bors," he said. 


Skaff recited at length the 


physical inprovement needs of 
the institution, including better 
heating and ventilating in in- 
mate dormitories, rennovation 
and remodeling of the third floor 
of the main building, and the 
provision of an institution chap- 
el.
